The original discovery of the frauds 
was made at Warsaw, where the

Any person in 
Poland can purchase 
a genuinely 
issued and 
vised passport or a 
fradulent one at a price suiting his 
condition, from 93 cents to $5 and 
more, depending on his ability to 
pay.

Many Finns, who had 
served in the Russian

armies have been repatriated and 
the repatriation is still go^g on. 
These Red Finns do not wish

was for years the chief adviser of 
the Creeks. His advice was sought 
by a succession of tribal heads and 
on repeated occasions he was nam­ 
ed by the house of warriors aud the 
house of kings (the

tribe) as 
their delegate to the 
“Great White Fathers" in Washing­ 
ton. 
It was the proud boast of the old 
statesman that he 
had 
met and 
talked with every president since 
Andrew* Jackson. 
One of the last missions accom­ 
plished by him for his tribe was 
having 
congress 
rule 
that 
the 
Creeks and 
other 
Indians . were 
within their rights in suing the 
government for the recovery of 
lands given to their slaves after the 
civil war. 
Perhaps his 
greatest 
claim to 
fame is the assembling of an Eng- 
lish-Muskogee 
(Creek) 
alphabet 
and dictionary. The first effort to- > 
ward the formation of this work 
was made by the Rev. John Flem­ 
ing, a missionary who came with 
the Muskogees, as they were then 
called, to the Indian Territory from 
Alabama and Mississippi in 1837- 
38. 
Little progress was made un­ 
til a number of years later when 
Hodges, as chief interpreter of the 
tribe, and the Rev. R. M. Lough- 
ridge, a missionary, 
collaborated 
and finished The book, which has 
been of inestim able value to the 
I tribe. 
When a lad, Hodges was taught 
in an Indian mission school by the 
father of Miss 
Alice 
Robertson, 
Oklahoma’s 
congresswoman-elect, 
who was one of the early Indian 
missionaries. 
Hodges also translated the Bible 
into the Creek tongue, the Creek 
myths into English and was co­ 
author of a valume of Creek-Eng- 
lish songs. 
Hodges was made a junior offi­ 
cer in the forces of Albert Pike, dis­ 
coverer of Pike’s Peak, and was as­ 
signed to the army from Texas ear­ 
ly in the civil war. As a result of 
a battle with 
Union 
forces 
on 
Thanksgiving day, 1861, in which 
the army from the north, although 
possessing superior numbers, was 
almost annihilated, Hodges was giv­ 
en the rank of colonel and when 
the war ended he was In command 
of a regiment. 
He was born in Muskogee, Okla., 
in 1842, his father being a Penn­ 
sylvania German and his mother a 
fullblood Creek.

TISM. 


We indorse unqualifiedly the pro­ 
test against anti-Semitic propaganda 
in this country, which was* formulat­ 
ed by John Spargo and signed by over 
IOO citizens 
of Gentile birth and 
Christian faith, who are recognized 
leaders in many walks of life, says the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
We agree that there 
is not the 
slightest justification for it in the con­ 
duct of American Jews as a whole, 
most of whom have proved their loy­ 
alty and good citizenship and their 
value as citizens and as factors in the 
economic, political and social develop­ 
ment of the country. 
Wfi agree that the fight against 
anti-Semitism, which is a form of in­ 
tolerance, should not be left to our 
Jewish fellow citizens, but should be 
made by American citizens, regard­ 
less of racial and religious affiliations. 
Intolerance in any form strikes at 
the roots of American institutions, the 
fundamental principle of which is 
equality under law and the freedom of 
all individuals to work out their des­ 
tiny and to do their part without re­ 
gard to racial or religious differences. 
The state, in accord with American 
principles of justice, equality and lib­ 
erty, takes no account of race or re­ 
ligion. All men have equal rights un­ 
der it 
Opportunity is open to all. 
There is no recognition 
of caste or 
class or privilege of race or religion. 
The stability of the state and the pro­ 
gress and prosperity 
of our society 
rests ujfbn the acknowledgement of 
this principle in all public relation­ 
ships. 
The introduction of racial or relig­ 
ious intolerance into politics is deadly 
to the public welfare. 
It substitutes 
for impartial and harmonious action 
for the public good—Jhe good of all— 
motives and purposes of hatred and 
prejudice which are subversive of all 
free government and are inimical to 
the public welfare. They are destruc­ 
tive of the political and social struc­ 
ture. 
They 
foment 
suspicions, dis­ 
trusts, 
prejudices 
and 
animosities, 
which in turn Jead to brutalities and 
violences. They set man against man, 
group against 
group, 
race 
against 
race, church against church, until all 
sense of rights and duties, loyalty and 
the public welfare,* are lost in class 
wars and in chaps. 
Americans, not as Jews, Gentiles, 
Protestant or Catholic, regardless of 
race or national origins, must set their 
faces uncompromisingly against intol­ 
erance. It is deadly poison in the 
body politic. It is a canker in the 
heart of society. 
We must judge the 
Jew as we must judge any race, never 
from the standpoint of racial or relig­ 
ious difference, but from the stand­ 
point of his individual worth and con­ 
duct as an American and a member of 
our own social and political organiza­ 
tion. 
He stands on 
his 
rights and 
privileges and duties as an American 
citizen. 
We indorse the protest, because a 


protest against intolerance is always 
timely. It is never too early to strike 
at race or religious prejudice. Propa­ 
ganda of race hatred should be 
crushed by wholesome public opinion 
at its inception. 
Frankly, however, we do not scent 
great danger in the occasional attacks 
which have been made on the Jewish 
race. The effort to prove and magni­ 
fy the so-called “Jewish conspiracy*’ 
and the alleged projects for Jewish 
mastery lack evidence except of such 
a kind as could be produced concern­ 
ing members of other races and twist­ 
ed into false suspicions and conclu­ 
sions. 
We do not believe the Amer­ 
ican people can be misled with regard 
to the character and purposes of fel­ 
low citizens whose conduct and pur­ 
poses are open disproofs of such cal­ 
umny. But we condemn what appears 
to be propaganda against these fellow 
citizens on account of their race and 
appeal to all citizens to stamp out the 
first germ of this most dangerous devil 
that can possess the human mind.

GOVERNMENT’S FIRST CONCERN. 


New York is the richest of Ameri­ 
can commonwealths, with men and in­ 
dustries and resources which are prob­ 
ably better able to support an expen­ 
sive government than can be found 
anywhere else in America; yet it is 
significant that in his inaugural mes­ 
sage 
Governor 
Nathan 
L. 
Miller 
should have made thrift the keynote 
of the new administration. The first 
concern of government today, he de­ 
clared, “should be to establish order 
and restore economy in public admin­ 
istration,” and he pledged himself to 
this task, inviting the cooperation arid 
the public. 
“We have reached a time in the af­ 
fairs of government,” said Governor 
Miller, “when it is necessary to pause 
and take 
stock. 
We 
have 
passed 
through an era of spending; we are 
now confronted with the economic ne­ 
cessity of saving. The dollar has been 
so cheap that there 
has 
been little 
thought of denying any want, public 
or private, and our wants have grown 
by what they fed on, until we have 
reached a stage of spending whose 
very extravagance will help to effect 
its cure. 
The state has embarked on 
new actfvities and undertaken new 
functions to satisfy almost every de­ 
mand vociferous 
enough 
to appear 
popular and to apply theoretical cures 
to almost every ill capable or arousing 
emotion or appealing to sentiment, 
and in my judgment the state has 
wandered far 
afield 
from the true 
function of government.” 
Governor Miller gave many reasons 
why retrenchment in governmental 
expenditures in New York must be 
had. The main reason there, as here, 
is that the point has 
been reached 
where the taxpayers can no longer 
pay. He has a hard job ahead of him, 
as have all those who set themselves 
to fight extravagance and waste at the 
expense of the public treasury, but in 
this at least he is on the right line and 
it is significant that he has the warm 
backing of the democrat whom he suc­ 
ceeds, ex-Governor Ai Smith, who 
made New York one of the best gover­ 
nors that state ever had.
